“If you think that I am 
going to cooperate with this 
collection of Judases, of men 
who sit there in violation of 
the United States Constitu- 
tion, if you think I will coop- 
erate with you in any way 
you are insane.”

Legislature Sets 
Aside 4 Million 
Dollars for SSC 


Sacramento State College has 
been appropriated by the State 
Legislature Budget Bill $4,439, 
658 for the 1962-63 fiscal yeaw 

This does not include an ak 
ditional $848,140 expected 
from student and parking fees, 
plus $300,000 appropriated for 
the state college employers 
retirement system and heaith 
and welfare payments. 

Also excluded from these al- 
locations is the newly passed 
€ percent salary increase for 
state employees. 

In addition, SSC has been 
given $150,000 for equipment 
for the Art building, $460,000 
for a 23-acre site acquisition 
and $230,000 for the proposed 
five-story Science building. 

Minor construction inclw 
Ging aftring and equipping 
the upper division Physics lJab- 
oratory and closed circuit tele- 
vision studio; corrections for 
roof deficiency: alterations in 
the experimental psychology 
aboratory and a fire escape 
in the Music-Speech building 
wil] be paid for with an extra 
$57,000 appropriation. 

Three changes wére made 
in SSC appropriations. They 
include a $3,000 decrease in li- 
brary expenses (not books), 
an inerease of $11.050 for In- 
struction supplies to a total of 


$139,230; and an increase of 
non-resident tuition fees to 
$360, which raised the col- 
lege’s revenue estimete tea
